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Dismissed acrobat reprises 
Cirque protest, with help

(SAN FRANCISCO) Protesters demon- 
strated against the Cirque du Soleil 
Thursday evening in support of the HIV- 
positive gymnast fired by the company 
earlier this year. 


The picket in 
support of 
gymnast 
Matthew Cusick 
took place 
outside the San 
Francisco Giants 
baseball stadium, 
where the Cirque 
is performing this month. It was the first 
against the Montreal-based company since 
Cusick filed a federal employment discrim- 
ination complaint last July, but it may not 
be the last. 


Depending on the response, similar protests 
may be staged at Cirque touring shows in 
other cities, said Michael Adams, a repre- 
sentative of the Lambda Legal Defense 
Fund, which filed the complaint on 
Cusick's behalf. 


While the group is not calling for a boycott 
against the Cirque, it hopes to pressure 
organizers into changing its policies on 
HIV-positive performers by appealing 
directly to ticket-holders, Adams said. 


Former U.S. figure skating champion Rudy 
Galindo, who is also HIV-positive, has 
joined the lobby against the Cirque, along 
with Olympic divers David Picheler and 
Patrick Jeffrey. 


"My sincere hope and prayer is that Cirque 
du Soleil reconsider their grossly unfair and 
heartless decision, and that they reinstate 
Mr. Cusick immediately," Galindo said in a 
statement, adding that his own experience 
performing and touring since being 
diagnosed with HIV made him Cusick's 
"natural ally." 


When gymnast Matthew Cusick was hired 
by the Cirque in July 2002, he informed 
company officials of his HIV status. After 
Cirque doctors determined it was safe for 
him to perform, Cusick began months of 
training, only to be fired shortly before his 
debut in one of the company's Las Vegas 
shows. 


A Cirque spokesperson cited the risk 
Cusick's HIV status allegedly posed to 
other performers as the reason for the 
dismissal, but denied that the company dis- 
criminates against HIV-positive employees. 


The Cirque has also said that Cusick is 
eligible for other jobs that require less 
direct physical contact. 


Cusick's complaint is still pending before 
the U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission.

City stripped of Gay Games 
Plan rejected. Local organizers vow 
they'll press on without official sanction 
or name

A huge athletics event for gays will be held 
in Montreal in 2006 - but it won't officially 
be the Gay Games. 


The Federation of Gay Games, which 
licenses the event, rejected Montreal's plans 
to hold the games under its logo, the local 
organizing group said yesterday. Montreal 
2006, the group organizing the event, said 
two years of negotiations with the 
federation reached an impasse over 
financing and the number of athletes who 
would take part. Montreal had been chosen 
in 2001 to hold the 2006 games. 


"It is very disappointing," said Mark 
Tewksbury, a former Canadian Olympic 
swimming gold medallist and co-president 
of Montreal 2006 organizing committee. 
"But, I am very excited that Montreal will 
still host gay games in 2006, regardless of 
the federation's decision," he said at a news 
conference at city hall. 


"They have lost trust because they had 
deficits in games in the past. Now they 
want complete control. 


A statement by Montreal 2006 said the 
federation asked organizers to reduce their 
original plan for 24,000 participants to 
10,000, and cut their budget to $10 million 
from $20 million. Montreal 2006 suggested 
16,000 participants and a $16-million 
budget. Roberto Montaci, co-president of 
the Federation of Gay Games, criticized the 
Montreal committee, said the figure of 
16,000 participants was accepted. 


"The Montreal 2006 offer did not give us 
guarantees that the image and brand of the 
Gay Games would be protected," Montaci 
said from Chicago. 


Asked whether the federation would hold 
Gay Games elsewhere in 2006 at the same 
time as Montreal's games, Richard Hogan, 
the federation's vice- president, said the 
board is discussing a contingency plan to 
select a new city. V 


Psychologists Support Same- 


Sex Marriage

(Ottawa) The Canadian Psychological 
Association Monday announced its support 
for same-sex marriage. The endorsement 
from the group, which represents 5,300 
psychologists and students across Canada, 
will likely be a key piece of evidence when 
the Supreme Court of Canada considers a 
federal bill that would extend gay marriage 
across the country. The CPA said that 
studies show children raised by gay parents 
are not worse off psychologically or more 
prone to be gay themselves. 


"All children deserve to feel that society 
accepts and recognizes their families," said 
Dr. Patrick O'Neill, association president. 
"Children of same-sex couples are no 
exception." 


Courts in Ontario and British Columbia 
have struck down the federal ban on gay 
marriage, allowing same-sex couples to 
marry in those provinces. Federal 
legislation to make it universal is awaiting a 
constitutional evaluation by the Supreme 
Court, expected in the spring of 2004. 


The CPA statement directly refutes a 12 
page condemnation of gay marriage by the 
Roman Catholic Church that was released 
by the Vatican last summer. 


"Allowing children to be adopted by 
persons living in such unions would 
actually mean doing violence to these 
children, in the sense that their condition of 
dependency would be used to place them in 
an environment that is not conducive to 
their full human development," it said.

FOC spokesperson Derek Rogusky accused 
the CPA of caving in to the homosexual 
lobby. 


"The reality is that the research right now 
on same-sex parenting is very limited," said 
Rogusky. 

"I think it's really unfortunate that a 
scientific organization would become so 
politicized. . . . What the CPA should be 
doing is promoting better research in this 
area, not coming down on one side." V
